To the extent that Dr Salazar 
of Portugal has been con- 
strained to seek negotiations 
with India over the future of 
Goa, the show of military 
force by India has been 
worthwhile. 

Perhaps you and your readers 
are unaware that hitherto 
Portugal’s dictator had turned 
his face against all negotia- 
tions, under the fantastic 
fiction that Goa—as also 
Macao and Timor, not to speak 
of Angola—are “provinces of 
Portugal.” 

It was in fact the refusal to 
negotiate on the part of Portu- 
gal that compelled India to 
sever diplomatic relations 
with Lisbon. At present, the 
interests of India are being 
looked after by the United 
Arab Republic, while those of 
Portugal are being cared for 
‘by Brazil. 

Some of your readers have 
advanced arguments for the 
retention of Portuguese 
colonialism in Goa.
